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ABUSE OF GRAIN 
AGT CAUSES DELAY 


160 Cars Required Now to: Do Work 
Formerly Accomplished With 
é One Hundred ~ 
(From the Free Press) 


The practical working under present 
conditions of the clauses of the Man- 
itoba grain act regulating the dis- 
trihution of cars was frankly dis- 
cussed with a Free Press representa- 
tive by William Whyte, second. vice- 
president: of the C.P.R. Mr. Whyte 
claimed that abuses of the act were 
seriously hampering the railway in ite 
efforts.to move the crop expeditious- 
ly, and were, in reality, defeating 
the main purposes of the law. ’ 

“The great weakness. of the Mani- 
toba grain act,” said Mr. Whyte, “‘is 
that its framers had. evidently been 
so strongly seized With the idea of 
protecting the ‘grain growers against 
the railway companies and the ele- 


vator operators, that they evidently 


overlooked the rights of the latter to 
be protected against the dbuse of pri- 
vileges by the grain growers. In any 
‘event it is certain that no adequate 
provision was made which would give 
the railway companies such _protec- 
tion, and as the years go by the ori- 
ginal spirit of the act, which was in- 
tended to be simply a check on the 
elevator operators, is being more and 
more abused by those it was design- 
ed to protect. From year to year the 
farmer has discovered new weak spots 
in ,its provisions of which he may 
take advantage with impunity to his 
own individual advantage, no doubt, 
but with equal certainty to the dis- 
advantage of the farming. community 
as a whole. ne 
Delay to Equinment 
. “This season these abuses have 
cu'minated in such a serious delay 
to railway equipment that its evil 
effects are apparent to all, so much 80 
that at one or two points the citizens 
and farmers have combined in re- 
questing the warehouse commissioner, 
if possible, to suspend the grain act 
temporarily to allow elevators to get 
a laiger percentage of the cars, 80 
that they may be enabled to get 
their grain out more prom 


pily. 
“When it is pointed out that dur- 


ing the season of 1905 the Canadian 
Pacific was able.to get 82 per cent. 
of the cars available et grain stations 
loaded per day, for the season of 1906 
this had dropped to 63 per cent., and 
that this season we will average un- 
der 60 per cent. of available care 
loaded per day, the evil. is apparent. 
In other words, it-is evident from the 
above “figures that it is taking, this 
season, 160 cars to get the same re 


- gult that 100 ‘accomplished: two years 


ago. This downward tendency can 
be ascribed to no other cause than 
to the working of the act. 

“Innumerable examples of the 
gross abuse of the act, or more pro 
perly speaking, of the working of the 
act, for it provides no_ restrictions 
that will prevent these abuses, might 
be given, two or three exainples will 
serve to illustrate, however. 

Flood of Bogus Orders 

“At one town ir Saskatchewan,” 
continued Mr. Whyte, ‘‘something 
over 800 applications had been made 
for cars. It was known by. all that o 
large percentage of the names were 
fictitious, in fact, it was common 
talk that the order book contained 
the names of most of the school. chil- 
dren in the district. The agent, in 
conformity with the grain act, wae 
compelled. to wade through this sea 
of names, getting a propgrtion of the 
cars loaded, but in many cases plec- 
ing the cars uselessly, only to cancel 
the order after the car had been held 
the required length of time. Every 
such case, needless to say, costs the 
railway company money. ~The situa. 
tion finally ‘became so acute that the 
warehouse ‘commissioner --was . asked 
to investigate the matter by one o1 
two bona fide applicants: He did so 
and many of the names which had 
been used to ‘pad’ the order book 
were cancelled. No prosecution fol: 
lowed, however, as the-practice was 
so widespread it would have involved 
the whole community. In fact, it 
seemed to be the feeling that if the 
case had to come before-a jury at 
that point there would-not be found 
enough men’ themselves innocent of 
the practice to try the case. 

A Dishonest Practice" 

“At another point within the last 
few days a car was allotted and plac- 
ea at the loading platform, The ap- 
plicant on being advised in the usual 
way that the car had been placeé for 
him, threw one sack of grain into the 
car, thus complying with that clause 
of the act which requires’ that appli- 
cant must declare his intention and 
ability to load his car and,must com- 
mence to load within 24 hours. The 
placing of the sack of grain in the 
car applicant claimed was-‘commenc- 
ing to load.’ The car was not com- 
pleted until six days later. The above 
is a common practice and many in- 
stances could be cited. _ *, : 

“The grain producing area west of 
Winnipeg is covered by four super- 
intendents’ districts. A check made 
within the last few days of one of 
these districts only, showed that on 
one day’s reports a total of twenty- 
two cars had been delayed’ in loading 
from two to six days. When it is con- 
sidered that the same thing is hap- 
pening daily on each of the other four 
districts, the delay to a railway com- 
pany’s rolling stock from this source 
must be appreciated. ; 

“Again when the farmer has cut 
his crop,” continued Mr. Whyte, “the 
figures that he will probably start to 
thresh at a certain date and he im-

Has Not Attained Object 
“Probably the most regrettable fea- 
jure Of the whole thing is that the 
Srain act does/ not efiect the main 
yurpose for which it was brought 
into existence, that is to protect the 
‘armer by giving him the alternative 
“f shipping his pwn grain direct in 
vases where it might be considefed 
the elevator operators were making 
an unreasonable spivad between street 
ind track prices. The restrictions of 
she Grain act, which put an elevator 
m the same footing as the individual 
.armer, compels the elevator com- 
yanies to make the spread more pro- 
aounced, and where in formner years 
yefore the act came into force there 
vas very little difference between 
srack and street prices until the close 
vf navigation was approaching, now 
dhe spread is a permanent feature, 
is- the elevator companies have no 
ruarantee that they will be able to 
‘et out their first week’s receipts be- 
‘ore the close of navigation. The 
jona-fide farmer, on the other hand, 
inding the order book plugged with 
‘ames and his chances of getting a 
var -in the immediate future very 
ilim, and being pressed for ready 
rash to pay his threshing bill, help, 
tc.. is in many cases compelled to 
‘ell his grain to the elevators, and is

treated. 
The Solution 

“Tt is becoming more and more 
‘vident that the solution of the situa- 
Sion w7ll lie along the lines of more 
somplete government control and re- 
tulation of elevator operations, a 
‘estricted privilece of direct loading 
vhere the spread in prices exceeds 
1. certain mark, and’ where direct 
‘oading is resorted to some guaran- 
‘ee obtained from the applicants that 
‘hey will not abuse the . privilege. 
This latter object is to be accomplish- 
‘d bv having each applicant deposit 
tay two dollars with the agent at the 
time of application, said sum to be 
‘efunded if car is loaded when allot- 
ted, or application cancelled previous 
‘o arrival of the car.”

CURIOUS CUSTOM. =: 


‘| recently delivered in London: told of 


The Tribute of Horseshoes—Penalty 
of Peers. 


Every peer, of the realm who passes 
through Oakham, the chief town in 
Rutland, the “horseshoe county,” has 
t> pay toll to the lord of the manor 
in the shape of a horseshoe. The lat- 
est addition to the remarkable collec- 
tion of horseshoes in Oakham Castle 
has just been fixed, and is inscribed 
“Bernard Lord Coleridge, 1907." At 
the last assizes there his lordship, in 
his charge to the grand jury, humor- 
ously referred to the ancient custom, 
and ‘said having been “waylaid by 
highwaymen” he feared he would have 
to pay the penalty. The late Lord 
Coleridge, the judge’s father, present- 
ed a shoe in 1879. The origin of the 
custom will probably never be defi- 
nitely determined. If is popularly 
believed that it arose when Queen- 
Elizabeth: passed through on her way 
to visit Lord Burleigh at ‘Burghley 
House by Stamford town.” Her horse 
cast a shoe in the street, and, accord: 
ing to tradition, to mark the event 
Her Majesty straightway decreed that 
every royal personage or peer visit- 
ing the town should give a horseshoe 
to the lord of the manor. Be that as 
it may, the identical shoe from Queen 
Elizabeth’s horse remains in the cas- 
tle” By antiquarians it is, however, 
thought that the levy was more prob- 
ably first made by Walkelin de Fer- 
rers, a Norman baron, who owned the 
castle, and -who, as likely as not, de- 
manded a.shoe by force from the 
horse of any other nobleman who dar- 
ed to ride through his territory. It is 
urged in support of this theory that 
from time immemorial the bailiffs 
have had power to take a shoe by 
force from. his -horse’s hoof in the 
event of a noble refusing to comply 
with the cnstom. 

Not unnaturally, with the advance- 
ment of thought and ideas the crude 
iron shoes paid as toll gradually gave 


place to ornamental souvenirs, which , 


tuall i : 
eventually assumed an ornate design. ‘the right train.”—Cleveland Leader. 


The most recent are about 10 inches 
from front to back, gilded, with the 
name of the donor and date standing 
in relief, and-sirmounted by a crown 
or coronet, as the case might be. The 
four walls of the castle, which is used 
as the shire hall, are now practically 
covered with horseshoes, ranging in 
size from thnt. worn by a hunter to 
what look little: more than hoop-iron 
bent round, and-as much as seven feet 
across. The array of shoes at the rear 
of the judge’s seat is composed mainly 
of gifts marking the visits of royalty. 
Amongst the names to be noticed are 
those of the Prince Regent, afterwards 
Geurge IV. (1814), the Duchess of 
Kent (1835), the late Queen Victoria, 
King Edward VITI., and Queen Alex- 
andria. One of the earliest dates is 
on the shoe presented by the Earl of 
Pornfret in 1562, and the Earl of Darn- 
ley (1791) and Exrl Granville (1884) 
Rre amongst other famous personages 
represented.

_ Slow. death in one of its most agon-

FOREST RESERVE POLICY 


Furnishes Perpetual Supply of Tim- 
ber and Fuel—Conservation 
of Water Supply 


The setting aside of a timbered tract 
of country as a forest reserve does 
not mean that this tract is to be a 
sort of sacred enclosure within whose 
bounds no tree is to be cut. On the 
contrary the purpose of setting aside 
the reserve is that it shall furnish a 
permanent and perpetual supply of 
timber and fuel for the people de- 
depehding on it. 

In order that this object may be 
effected, the timbered lands must be 
put under proper management. The 
central idea_of this management is 
that the quantity of timber which 
shall be allowed to be taken off the 
area in any period shall not be great- 
er than the amount of timber which 


is grown on the area during this per-| Cc 


iod. This is the ideal of forest man- 
agement. Needless to say, the carry- 
ing out of this idea meets with var- 
ious modifications, especially when 
scientific management is first intro- 
duced. 

In order that this policy may be 
carried out, it is necessary to know, 
not only the actual amount of timber 
on the resérve at present, but also 
the rate at which the timber is grow- 
ing and what amount of timber is be- 
ing produced. When these have been 
found out, the amount of timber 
which may be removed from the pact 
t is 
to ascertain the Points referred to 
that parties have been sent out each 


summer since 1905 by the Forestry. 


Branch of the Department of the In- 
terior, in whose charge the manage- 
ment of the reserves lies. 

The number and diameter of the 
trees on the tract are arrived at by 
going over a certain proportion (pre- 
viously determined) of the _ tract, 
counting the trees thereon and mea- 
suring the diameters accurately with 
“tree calipers’’, record of all which 
is made at the time and kept. The 
relation between the diameter and 
height of the trees are also studied, 
for instance, how high a tree four 
inches in diameter will be. Represen- 
sentative trees of each diameter 
are also felled and ‘“‘stem analyses” 
made. From measurements taken 
in these “stem analyses’ it may be 
determined, not only what are the 
actual cubic contents of the tree at 
present, but also what were the con- 
tents of the tree ten, twenty, or any 
number of years ago; and from what 
it has done in the past, the futire 
growth of the tree may be arrived at. 
By subsequent calculations in the 
‘office it may be determined what is 
the actual amount of timber (in 
cords, board feet or other measure- 
ment) standing on the tract, what is 
the rate of growth and what quan- 
tity of timber will grow on the tract 
in a given period. 

Another object for which forest re- 
serves are often set apart is that of 
regulating water supply. It is well 
known that in regions which have 
been stripped of their timber - the 
streams in spring become torrents. 
while during the summer the amount 
of water flowing in them is much less 
than it was during the periods before 


&|the timber was removed. The value 


of a supply of water, either for ma- 
nufacturing purposes or for agricul- 
ture, depends on the constant flow of 
the water. Obviously the easiest way 
of keeping the flow of water constant 
is to retain the forests, cutting only 
the mature timber, which ought to be 
removed anyway. In several of the 
Dominion Forest Reserves, this ques- 
tion of water supply must play an 
important part in the management. 

Besides these principal objects aim- 
ed at—namely, the preserving of a 
permanent timber and fuel supply, 
and the conservation of the water 
supply, there are various other ends 
to be aimed at. In some cases; for 
instance, while these objects are the 
primary. ones, inhabitants of the for- 
est region make considerable money 
from the summer visitors who come 
there. But the former considerations 
are usually head and shoulders above 
any others that may be offered, and 
must always be of prime importance 
in the management of the forests.

CAUGHT THE THIEF. 


An Incident Which Illustrates Japanese 
Detective Methods.

happens, the movement of the freight 
offered is largely in one direction. 
This is recognized by all who give 
study to the question, and by rail- 
way commissioners, amongst others. 
when they are composed of men of 
practical knowledge and with a sense 
of responsibility resting upon them. 
Railways may: not~be expected to 
perform either’ physical or commer- 
cial impossibilities. In this connec- 
tion, also, it may be pointed out that 
while railways on this continent are 
being condemned for not providing 
greater means for doing their work, 
they are atthe same time being ham- 
pered by legislation and legal orders, 
sometimes to the extent of reducing 
their credit. No one can or should 
condemn the law that requires rail- 
ways to treat all who come to them 
with business on the same footing as 
regards rates, promptness and effi- 
ciency of service, ete. When, on the 
plea of serving the public, however, 
attempts are made to reduce their 
rates below a reasonable remunera- 
tive standard, harm is done, not on- 
ly to those who have invested money 
in building railways, trusting in the 
public faith to be able to operate 
them under fair business conditions, 
but also vo the communities which 
the railways serve. ®
